GENERATION OF HEAVY TAXES 
REQUIRED TO LIQUIDATE 
ALL DEBTS.

[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, May 26.--To pay 
for the war within a generation, at 
the rate of $1,000,000,000 of the 
principal of the debt and nearly 
$1,000,000,000 of interest thereon 
each year constitutes the basis of 
the fiscal programme being framed 
by the Republican leadership of the 
new Congress. 
The cost of the war to date is 
in the neighborhood of $30,000,000,- 
000, including $10,000,000,000 of 
loans to the Allies. The cost will be 
increased several billions more by 
demobilization and other expenses. 
Altogether it is estimated that the 
American people’s war bill will ap- 
proximate $25,000,000,000, exclusive 
of the loans to the Allies, which will 
not be paid for many years, and 
possibly a portion never. | 
The Republicans aim to reduce the 
ordinary expenses of the government 
to approximately the $1,000,000,000 
a year of the antebellum days, thus 
allowing the application of. nearly 
$2,000,000,000 a year on the war 
debdt. 
Before July 1, 1920, the treasury, 
it is predicted, will find it necessary 
to obtain loans of $8,000,000,000 
from the banks on certificates, it 
being understood that there are to 
be no more war loans offered for 
popular subscription.

REED ATTACKS 
WORLD LEAGUE. 


Missouri Senator Says White 
Nations in Minority. 


Warns Coast Representatives 
of Racial Equality. 


Claims Liberia Able to Tie 
United States’ Hands. 


(BY A. ¥Y. NIGHT WIRE.] 

WASHINGTON, May 26.— The 
League of Nations was debated in 
the Senate again today with an in- 
creasing show of bitterness. 

Senator Reed, Democrat, of Mis- 
souri attacked the proposal in such 
vigorous terms he aroused repeated 
objections from Senators supporting 
it and developed a running debate 
colored by dramatic accusations and 
heated retorts. The Missouri Sen- 
ator declared the league would 
place the destinies of the white race 
in the hands of ignorant and super- 
stitious nations of black and yellow 
population, and charged many Dem- 
ocrats were supporting it for parti- 
san reasons. 

After frequent interruption of 

Senator Reed's speech, Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, ranking 
Democrat of the Foreign Relatidhs 
Committee, insisted premises for 
these charges were false and that 
the inferences drawn were unfair 
and dangerous. He drew in turn 
a reply from Senator Knox, Repub- 
lican of Pennsylvania, who sug- 
gested supporters of the league cov- 
enant should read it before they dis- 
cussed it. 
So heated did the exchanges be- 
come at one point that the chair 
rapped for order and Senator Reed 
deciared Senator Hitchcock had 
“lost his temper.” 


ON JOHNSON'’S RESOLUTION. 


The measure which brought the | 
league issue before the Senate was 
the resolution of Senator Johnson, 
Republican, of California, request- 
ing from the State Department the 
full text of the peace treaty. There 
was no attempt to reach a vote on 
this and the measure went over 
again as unfinished business to 
come up when the Senate recon- 
venes Wednesday. 

Without speaking directly on the 
Johnson resolution, Senator Reed 
made a general attack on the cov- 
enant as a proposal to hand over 
control of the white race and the 
civilized world to an assembly of 
nations where a majority always 
could be brought together on any 
race question in opposition to white 
supremacy. He declared support of 
the plan never could be explained 
at home by Senators from the South, 
with its negro problem, or from the 
West, with its Chinese and Japa- 
nese problems. Turning dramat- 
ically to his Democratic colleagués, 
he continued: 

“If a Republican President had 
brought it here—if Roosevelt had 
brought it here——there isn’t a Demo- 
crat who wouldn't have been stand- 
ing by my side fighting to the last 
ditch to rescue the country from so 
monstrous and cruel a thing.” 
Senator Hitchcock said that Mr. 
Reed confused the powers of the 
league membership with those of 
the council, but this was denied by 
Mr. Reed. . 

CALLS TO MEN OF SOUTH. 
Analyzing racial and moral con- 
ditions in Honduras, Panama and 
other small nations which would 
have league membership, Sehator 
Reed said: 

“Oh, you men of the South, you 
‘lily whites." You want to give Pan- 
ama, with its 90 per cent. of negroes 
and mulattoes, a vote equal to the 
United States. Go tell your people 
that, in the league, one negro out- 
side the United States would have 
a vote equal to 600,000 whites of 
this republic.” | 
The Senator presented statistics to 
show that of the total population of 
the countries composing the league 
$11,425,500 would be of black, yel- 
low, brown and red races with orily 
289,498,800 of the white race. In 
the assembly which is to be the gov- 
erning body, he said, white nations 
would have fifteen representatives 
and other nations seventeen repre-

SEES. RACE EQUALITY. 

“In any contest which may here- 
after arise involving the equality of 
race is it not perfectly plain that 
the dark races will all unite and 
declare for race equality in every 
part of the world? It must be re- 
membered that this is a living and 
burning question; that Japan has ex- 
pressly reserved it for future con- 
sideration and that if it comes be- 
fore the league of peace as now or- 
ganized, the dark races will have a 
majority. 

“Who can justify the doctrine that 
the 110,000,000 intelligent free pco- 
ple of the United States shall be 
represented by one man and that 
the representative of Hedjaz, with a 
population of 300,000, shall cast a 
vote equal to the United States? 

“Who can justify giving to the 
450,000 ignorant half-castes of Pan.- 
ma a vote equal to the United 
States? 

“What sort of insolence is it that 
proposes that 50,000 civilized or 
semi-civilized negroes of Liberia 
shall in the council of the world 
have a vote equal to the 110,000,000 
people of the United States? 

“How can Great Britain ask us to 
permit the ignorant and supersti- 
tious hordes of Indian, incapable of 
self-government or self-defense, cast 
a vote equal to that of the United 
States?” 

The rate of illiteracy among the 
so-called colored nations in the 
league, Mr. Reed declared, averages 
about &5 per cent., while in the “joke 
nation” of Liberia, it was gai‘ to be 
as high as 98 per cent. Ali: hough 
many of these nations, he said, “are 
the victims of superstition and 
steeped in barbarism,” the league 
would make them “the new gov- 
ernors of the world.”

DISAGREE ON MEANING. .

The employers, parties 
to the original dispute; the presi- 
dent of the Canadian Manufactur-

anv central committee entirelv out- 
side the industry or craft affected 
dictating the acceptance or rejec- 
tion of any agreement, It therefore 
means, instead of giving to the 
workmen in any individual plant or 
industry the right of collective bar- 
gaining with their emplovers. de- 
priving them of the right and places 
them entirely in the hands of a cen- 
tral body, which principle the Citi- 
zens’ Committee of Winninee and 
provincial and: Federal rovernments 
agree cannot be accepted.”

RUIN COMPANY. 
Shipbuilders Quit Because of 
its Independence. 


for Destruction, 


Directors Close Plant; Will 
Stand Firm on Policy. 


The ambition of union-labor lead- 
ers to ruin the business of the Los 
Angeles Shipbullding and Drv Dock 
Company because the concern will 
not take orders from agitators is 
said to be the underlying cause for 
the walkout of 6000 shipbuilders at 
Los Angeles Harvor at 10 a.m. yes- 
terday. 
In response to the appeal from 600 
machinists who struck a week ago, 
all of the workmen in the plant 
of the company laid down their tools 
when the atrike order went into 
effect and the plant was closed down 
tight. The men went home in or- 
derly 
. Morse of the Industrial Re- 
neticee. Committee of the United 
States Shipping Board declares that 
the strike is beyond his reach. “We 
only have jurisdiction in cases where 
a wage scale is the reason for a 
strike,” says he. “This strike is a 
matter which must be settled by the 
company and the workmen.” | 
EXPECT LONG STRIKE. 
The strikers went away from the 
Plant yesterday with the conviction 
that they are going to be out for 
a long while. Many of them an- 
nounced that they intended to leave 
at once for San Francisco or other 
northern cities where shipbuilding 
is in progress. 
Work on six 8%90-ton vessels was 
tied up when the atrike became ef- 
fective. The company has six boats 
on the ways and six in the water 
unfinished. The strikers voluntarily 
turned their backs upon a pay roll 
amounting to $170,000 per week, or 
$680,000 per month. 
Fred L. Baker, president of the 
company, suys that the plant will re- 
main closed until such time as the 
men desire to resume work. “We 
have no idea how long the strike 
will endure,” was his comment last 
night, “but we do know that we are 
going to hold to our policy of hiring 
and firing whom we choose, and we 
shall not waver from that course.” 
Mr. Baker said that no attempt 
would be made to fill up the ranks 
with nonunion men. He expressed 


W on’t Take Orders, so Mark it 


gthe opinion that the situation would 
adjust itself in a reasonable time. 

The real issue in the case is that 
the union men want to run the plant 
to suit themselves. The company 
found it necessary to reduce tts force 
recently, and in giving orders for 
the laying-off of a certain number 
of men it directed that those who 
had proved to be the least efficient 
be dismissed. 

In weeding out the least efficient 
the superintendents hanpened to in- 
clude a number of old-timers who 
Lad fallen into the habit of doing 
only a fixed amount of work each 
day. Some of these men were mem- 
bers of standing committees, and 
the unions declare that the company 
laid these men off in order to break 
up the committees. There have 
been seventeen committees among 
the shipyard trades, each committee 
having a chairman, and the seven- 
teen chairmen naming a committee 
of three to confer with the officers } 
of the company wages and 
working conditions. 

EFFICIENCY FIRST. 

The machinists struck a week ago 
because the company refused to ad- 
here to the seniority plan in dis- 
missing men who were not needed. 
[It insisted that seniority be recog- 
nized, while the company maintains 
that it places efficiency above every- 
thing else. 

According to their own admission, 
the unions, feeling sure that they 
will never be able to force closed- 
shop conditions upon the Los An- 
xeles Shipbuilding and Dock 
Company, have decided to tie up the 
shipyard in the hope that a strike 
ef considerable duration will cause 
the company’s contracts with the 
goOverrgnent to be cancelled. They ex- 
pect tiie contracts to be reawarded 
to shipyards in San Francisco or 
elsewhere, which employ — men 
exclusively, and many of them ° 
mit that they are ready and will- 
ing to go north to work in order 
“to show Fred Baker that he can’t! 
bulld ships at Los Angeles Harbor 
under open-shop conditions.” These 
sentiments were expressed by dele- 
gates at a meeting of the Metal 
Trades Council at the Labor Temple. 

In a statement issued last night, 
J. J. Connolley, president of the 
Metal Trades Councitl,- reviews the 
trouble which led to the first strike 
and charges that the company start- 
ed a campaign of reprisal directed 
against those who participated in 
the suspension of the work while 
the issue was being discussed some 
time earlier.

OS ANGELES 
IS OVER TOP. 


Subscribes Over a Million Dol- 
lars in Methodist Cen- 
tenary Drive. 

Official announcement yee- 
terday of the Methodist 
Centenary Committee in 
charge of the campaign here 
shows that Los Angeles 
churches subscribed %1,037,- 
000 in the week's drive to 


rajse $105,000,000 through- 
out the nation. The Los An- 
geles qrota was $883,000. 


These figures. which were pre- 
sented to the pastors of the 
local churches at a meeting 
in the First church, vester- 
day, were greeted with cheers. 

Pasadena’s report showed 
its quota of $700,000 had been 
oversubscribed by $41,009. 
San Diego contributed ap- 
proximately $500,000 against 
a quota of $441,000. Figures 
from Long Beach and Fresno, 
the other big centers in the 
Southern California confer- 
ence, have not been tabulated, 
but both cities are said to be 
far over the top. 

The San Francisco Jares, 
embracing California, Nevada 
and Arizona, went about 
$250,000 over its quota of 
$4,372,400. The San Fran- 
‘¢isco and Detroit areas share 
the honor of being the first 
to oversubscribe.

The resolution relating to prohibi- 
tion says: 

Whereas, so-called war-time pro- 
hibition was adopted in the closing 
days of the war, and when the issue 
was imminent and inevitable, and 
was designed to protect our trium- 
phant nation during the long 
processes of demobilization and re- 
construction; and,. 

Whereas, when war-time prohibi- 
tion in 1920 was assured. war-time 
prohibition being designed by its 
friends to get meanwhile the bless- 
ings of a salooniess nation; 

“And, whereas, by an overwhelm- 
ing majority, the American people 
have since adopted prohibition as a. 
part of their organic law, which it 
has been since Janu 16; and, 
whereas, any effort to ore intoxi- 
cating liquor to social, commercial!

spirit of the Constitution, 
Therefore, resolved, that the union

morning at the Mission Inn, River- 
side, with a large attendance. Three 
hundred delegates had registered up 
to last night. Forty out of the 
State’s fifty horticultural commis- 
sioners are nt. | 


The opening day was given over’ 


largely to the convention of tHe 
California Association of Nursery- 
men and the interstate quarantine 


conference. The vegetable growers’ 
conference opened in the afternoon, | x7 


and last night the County Horti- 
cultural Commissioners assembled to 
consider the horticultural legislation 
of the last session of the Legisla- 


ture. 

The interstate plant quarantine 
conference was called to order in 
the Mission Inn cloister by G. H. 
Hecke, State Commissioner of Hor- 
ticulture, who was instrumental in 
getting the delegates together for 
the first meeting of the organization, 
and who was made its permanent 
chairman. A. 8. Hoyt, secretary of 
the State Commission of Horticul- 
ture, acted as tempo secretary, 
and gave way to Harold Hagan of 
Salt Lake City, State crop pest in- 
spector of Utah, who was elected 
permanent secretary. It is re- 
garded as certain that a quarantine 
league will be formed. 

Mr. Hecke, after reviewing the 
history of quarantine legislation in 
California, declared it is now neces-

| pices of the advisory board of the 


American Phytopathological Society, 
and was called to consider what steps 
and measures should be taken to 
adequately protect particularly the 
great western commercial stands of 
sugar pine and white pine against 
the blister rust invasion.’ This has 
yet gained a foothold in the 
Weet. 

As reported by Dr. E. P. Meinecke, 
the sentiment of the Portland con- 
ference was strongly against abso; 
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in favor of the extension of a 
quarantines against States not pro- 
viding for themselves adequate pro- 
tection against the introduction of 
the disease. 

The objects of the conference 
were embodied in resolutions sub- 
mitted by Dr.. Meinecke, which will 
be considered at a later session. 
They urge that the States lying west

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UESSING AT THE MAP. 

During the Spanish-American War Mr. 
Dooley announced that the United States 
was bounded on the east by the Atlantic 
Ocean and on the west by Admiral Dewey. 
The boundaries of the new map of Europe 
seem to be the bounding Italian. 

Nobody could draw the map of Europe 
unless he had heard within the hour from 
the Italian army, which is dragging the 
nicely-fixed boundaries all over the lot. 

The map-makers had just got Fiume nice- 


ly inked in with the Jugo-Slav colors when. 


Italy blotted it all out. The Peace Confer- 
ence heard the case and listened to every- 
thing Italy had to say; told her she couldn't 
have Fiume: meanwhile she has Fiume. 

As to Asia Minor, the conferees told Italy 
coldly that they couldn’t consider her 
claims. And the next they heari was that 
an Italian army had landed there and taken 
possession. Nobody knows how much they 
have taken possession of. 

No king wakes up in Europe these days 
without hurriedly counting his cities to see 
how many the Italians have taken over- 
night. Meanwhile Italy keeps up a mourn- 
ful wail because nobody is good to her and 
everybody abuses her and nobody will let 
her have anything. 

And Italy is not the only country that is 
battering all well-laid plans about the map. 
In the south of what was Russia all the 
little folks are hammering each other, stak- 
ing out their claims and pulling up their 
stakes again until you can’t be sure where 
any country is that somebody has laid down 
for a minute. 3 

So no one can be sure about the new 
map—least of all the map-makers. 

But, in a Way, one can make a few rea 
sonable guesses as to the new map. At 
least we know what the map-maxers are 
driving at and what compelling motives are 
behind their map-making. 

The redistribution of territory is not con- 
ducted on the friendly lines that many seem 
to imagine. The general idea seems to be 
that land and treasure are being parceled 
out to the different countries as 2 matter 
of personal favor-,sjust because they have 
been boys. 7 

But ft-isn't done quite that way. 
blooded self-interest will influence the re- 
making of this, as all other maps in his- 
tory. ; 

The general motive behind the making of 
the néw map is to secure the status of 
things as they were before the war. 

This is especially true of England. Al- 
though criticised with considerable bitter- 
ness for trying to grab everything in the 
world that waen't nailed down, England's 
apparent voracity for land is not as bad as 
it might seem. All the new lands that are 
to be painted over for England are neces- 
sary for her future defense. 

No one can understand this situation un- 
less he understands England's peculiar prob- 
lem of national defense. Islands no longer 
represent the citadel of strength. With the 
invention of aircraft and rapid steamship 
transportation the British Isles are not to- 
day secure against invasion. 

Britain’s safety now lies very largely in 
the strength of her colonies. Inversely, her 
greatest danger rests in the danger to her 
isolated colonies. 

The crux of Britain's peril is the fact 
that any one of half a dozen powers can 
land troops more easily in India, in Africa, 
in Australia than can England herself. 

It follows that Great Britain's defense 
must be the keeping of a pathway open be- 
tween her colonies and herself. It is a 
curious fact that England’s greatest hnxiety 
is not the defense of any single colony, but 
of a thin invisible line running between the 
different units of her empire. 

And, as the late Gen. Homer Lea pointed 
out with striking force, no nation in the 
world can expand in any direction without 
crossing this invisible and forbidden line.

There are other reasons 
of course why Japan wants to exploit China, 
but this is the most immediate and vital. 

Be polite about it as we may, it must be 
said that Japan is uneasy about her future 
relations with the United States. 

During the years that intervened between 
the Spanish War and the present war the 
United States had built up a series of naval 


stations extending across the Pacific—a 


safety-first causeway whereby we might not 
be in an utterly hopeless position for the 
defense of our Philippine possessions. By 
demanding—and ‘getting—the Marshell and 
other Pacific Islands Japan puts a monkey 
wrench in the gears of our war machinery. 
Italy's interest in remaking the map is 
also special. She yearns to be the domi- 
nant power in the Mediterranean; hence 
her desire to monopolize the Adriatic Sea, 
thus shutting out, Austria and making that 
sea a safe little navy puddle which she can 
cease to,worry about as she starts on her 
eareer. France's chief interest In the new 
map is to see that Italy doesn't get what 
she wants and that « stout bulwark is erect- 
ed between the French frontier and Ger- 
many—so she can sleep o’ nights. 


ONSULAR REPORTS. 
Reform of the American consular serv 

ice by placing it under the civil service reg- 
ulations was carried out a few years ago. 
Under the present theory of the consular 
service one of the principal duties is the 
preparation of commercial reports which 
are forwarded to Washington and published 
in the daily bulletin, entitled “Commerce 
Reports,” published by the Department of 
Commerce. — 

Constant perusal of this bulletin estab- 
lishes the fact that it contains a mass of 
information which may be of considerable 
value to exporters and importers and to 
persons desirous of establishing any kind 
of relations with foreign peoples, as well 
as to students. Many of the consuls are 
able writers, former newspaper men, and 
their reports make interesting reading. 

So far so good. But it may be suggested 
that it would bo better either to have con- 
suls refrain from attempting to compete 
with the daily press or with wide-awake 
trade journals, or else to wake them up 
and instruct them not tc send in reports 
from thirty to sixty days after all their 
contents have been published. 

Here is an example of what we mean. In 
Comnierce Reports of May 6 there appears 
a report by the American Consul at Tam- 
Pico telling about the shipments of ofl from 
Mexico to the United States and other coun- 
tries during February. It is interesting— 
or rather it would be—were it not for the 
fact that every statement in it was pub- 
lished more than thirty days before in 'a 
score of American papers. Wide-awake 
journals also published a week or so be- 
fore this report came out Mexican export 
figures for March. Therefore we must con- 
clude that the consul was a trifie late. This 
is but one example.

E BROOD OF METTERNICH. 

Evidently the school of Metternich di- 
plomacy is not yet extinet.. Metternich 
achieved the distinction a hundred years 
ago of winning more diplomatic chips with 
weak hands than any other European states- 
man, not excepting Talleyrand and Caster- 
leigh. Austria was never strong on the fir- 
ing line; but Metternich retrieved in coun- 


cil many a campaign that had been lost 


in the field. He was the originator of what 
has since been known in America as glad- 
hand diplomacy; and he possessed an un- 
canny knack of passing from one side to 
the other just at the moment when Aus- 
tria’s weight would tip the scales. Metter- 
nich never permitted Austria to be used as 
& prop to stay a tottering neighbor; but he 
Was always first to rush to the aid of the 
winning side. 

Paris dispatches relate that wheg the 
Austrian Peace Commissicn arrived.at Ver- 
sailles a few days ago its leader, Chancellor 
Renner, greeted the Allied commissioners 
with an open hand and a contagious smile.

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_ INDUSTRIAL PERILS. 


The Railroads of the United 
States Face a Most Serious 
Proposition. 


BY ED. F. BROWNE. 
The interference with railroad 
management since the passage of 
the WHepburn-Dolitver bill, giving 
“initiative” control over rate-making 
to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission, followed by a seizure of 
the property under a trumped-up 
claim that it waa necessary on ac 
count of the war, and then Handling 
the railroads regardless of every 
economic rule and with an absolute 
lack of common sense, has created 
a dangerous condition. 

The men in charge appear to have 
bo idea of transportation economics. 
These meddiers with other people's 
property think that they can correct 
a terrible mistake on their part in 
paying wages to employees out of all 
reason by advancing rates. 

They already have advanced rates 
to such an extent that the great vol- 
ume of traffic has been checked and 
another advance will actually reduce 
the tonnage so that the gross re- 
ceipts from an advanced tariff would 
be less than the present. 

A bianket advance of a tariff by 
5, 10 or 25 per cent. is as foolish 
as to prescribe a man’s dose of med- 
icine to a child. 

An advance in that way takes all 
the profit out of a small business 
which depends on railroad transpor- 
tation to secure trade and passes it 
on to the larger companies with im- 
proved facilities or manufacturing 
connections. 

Fifty-five per cent. of the railroad 
tonnage carried is derived from 
mines and 9 per cent. more of the 


| tonnage is from finished mine prod- 


ucts. 

A tariff raise on mine products 
could be met, but for the crude ores, 
coal, stone, etc., étc., to be advanced 
the same per cent. as on the finished 
' products would naturally shut down 
the small producers of crude mate- 
rial 


The advance made by the 
Railroad Administration a few 
months ago has shut up hundreds 
of small coal mines, nearly half of 
the smaller iron mines and most of 
the small copper, lead and zinc 
mines, and the stone quarries, gravel 
and sand beds will continue to lie 
idje until this nonsense ceases. 

Unless the railroads increase their 
volume of traffic by inducing the 
smaller operators to commence work 
they must cut down the extraordi- 
nary rate of pay given railroad em- 
ployees or go bankrupt.

Railroad wages are out of reason, 
and the expense of operation is such 
that great industries will suffer. It 
is safe to say that the $1,350,000,000 
increase of wages given the railroad 
men the past eighteen months will 
cost other laboring men the loss of 
$5,000,000,000 in wages each year 
through lack of employment, and if 
continued it means bankruptcy to 
the railroads themselves. 

The mines, being under private 
ownership and control, reduced the 
wages when the war ended, and the 
miners had sense enough to accept 
the reduction rather than lie idle; 
but this remarkable Railroad Ad- 
ministration threw away $65,000,000 
more to those already overpaid men 
under its employ.

With but three exceptions every 
road west of the Missouri River was 
constructed by capitalists intent. on 
opening up new country, and de- 
pended for their profit on the devel- 
opment and growth of population, 
and until 1907 each one of these 
aystems did everything they could 
to advance the interests of the sec- 
tion they served. 

The exceptions were the St. Paul 
extension, the Western Pacific and 
the Salt Lake, and while they were 
built hoping to divide traffic already 
developed, they would never have 
been built at all if not financed be- 
fore the Hepburn-Dolliver bill had 
been passed. They have proved a 
sorry investment. 

The power given the Interstate 
Commerce Commission has prevent- 
ed them from assisting a single in- 
dustry in their local territory or en- 
tering into a competition that gave 
them business enough to pay inter- 
est on the cost of construction. 

Senator Cummins now suggests 
that 200,000 raflroad men be dis- 
charged so as to reduce expenses, 
but this is an unfortunate time to 
throw that additional number of la- 
borers en the market, just as our 
army is being demobilized. It is 
much better to demand a complete 
change in our Railroad Administra- 
tion for the balance of the year and, 
after putting real traffic men in 
charge, tell them to reduce expenses 
so that the railroads can carry them- 
selves without loss and to dw it be- 
fore the roads are turned 
the owners in January, 1920. 

Let the administration that has 
been a party to this unequalizing 
of wages in favor of a smal! class 
now reverse the process and favor 
the eleven million farmers and twen- 
ty-five million other laborers being 
imposed upon and put the rafilroads 
back somewhere near where they 
were before the war.

Price of Eggs. 

The price of eggs, not only on the 
local market, but throughout the 
country is a disturbing factor to the 
arguments for a lower food cost 
level. Never before have such prices 
obtained for this season of the year 
when *egges are supposed to be on a 
downward scale and well advanced 
towards the season's minimum. I 
am unable to find any very satisfac- 
tory answer to the external “why?” 
except the stereotyped, “receipt 
shortage and heavy demand.” Usu- 
ally the storage of eges is started in 
April when the price normally be- 
gins to go down. This phase of buy- 
ing was delayed a full month this 
year, because the price did not fall 
sufficiently in April. Now packers 
are in the market even at the pres- 
ent high prices, and this is another 
reason for the unseasonable peak, 
and one which does not offer much 
encouragement for an immediate re- 
duction.
